Atherton’s Caution 
Appears Justified 


Recently it was noticed that there were no after-school 
recreation programs at Encinal and Laurel schools. 


The two schools are in Atherton; a previous program 
allowed for after-school playground supervision because it 
was jointly operated by the city of Menlo Park and the 
school district. The school district pulled out of the pro- 
gram last spring. Menlo Park, naturally, decided not to 
finance rec programs in Atherton. 


Atherton civic leaders are rightly conservative in “go- 
ing slow” in getting involved i: recreation. With more 
people attending school within the borders of the com- 
munity than there are residents, they might well find them- 
selves looking at a Pandora’s box which they'd rather not 
open just yet. With three elementary school districts tri- 
secting the town, they'd find themselves faced with a situ- 
ation where they couldn't just stop with setting up after- 
school rec programs at two schools; they'd have to do it 
at several. 


Furthermore, a good many Atherton youngsters attend 
school at Selby Lane school, outside Atherton’s city limits. 
Should they get more, or less, recreation supervision than 
those attending schools in Atherton itself? 


Meantime, of course, the ones doing without the recre- 
ation program are the youngsters. 


Those who get stuck with the job of at least regulating 
the playgrounds so nobody gets hurt are the teachers. They 
might not operate a planned recreation program after 
school, but who can help one if, while grading papers or 
doing other after-class tasks, he sees some juvenile may- 
hem going ontside? 


Of course, sooner or later the town of Atherton is going 
to find itself in the recreation business. But the present 
caution appears justified. 


Construction Project 
Timing Needs Thought 


Last week, Menlo Park city councilmen accepted a low 
bid for construction of the city’s community activities build- 
ing. 

Well and good. We're happy to see that the project is 
moving along. 


There’s probably no help for it, but this project, like so 
many others, seems to be approaching the place where 
actual construction can be started, at almost the precise 
time that the rains can be expected to start. 


So it is with so many projects. 


Administrators — both those overseeing public and pri- 
vate building projects —seem to prefer it that way. They 
argue that, during slack building seasons, they can get 
better bids. 


What really limits them, though, is the fact that theyre 
tied to the structure of the fiscal year. 


If a budget is effective from July 1 to June 30, capital 
outlay projects can’t officially be chartered until the money 
is in the kitty; this means that no work on the project can 
be done until the start of a fiscal year. 


Engineering studies, drawing plans, calling for bids, 
listing specifications and the like all take time; thus con- 
struction hardly ever starts until September or October. 


The financing for the community activities budget 
wasn't tied to a fiscal year, since funds were made avail- 
able in April. But that, it would appear, was close enough 
to June to assure a building schedule similar to that which 
normally can be expected of projects funds for which be- 
come available on July 1. 


Some day, possibly, somebody will give careful thought 
to what’s now the necessity of tying the fiscal year to build- 
ing projects, or having the fiscal year of all businesses start 
and end at the same time. 


We think it would be a good economic move.

but to learn how long theyre 
effective, what dosage works 
best, and a host of other in- 
formation. 

Many drug companies which 
also work in the development 
of anti-cancer chemicals send 
samples to SRI for testing.

The person from whom the 
information was obtained by your reporters was allegedly 
acting a spokesman for the Legislative Committee of the 
San Mateo County Bar Association and was further pur- 
porting to state a conclusion reached by the Committee 
after consideration of the question. 


This is to state, unequivocally, that the Legislative 
Committee of the San Mateo County Bar Association has 
never considered the question upon which the comments 
were made so it is therefore obvious that no conclusions 
were or could have been reached regarding the same. It is 
also equally clear that no person was or has been autho- 
rized to be a spokesman for this Committee regarding this 
or any other subject. 


The issue of the rules for insanity in criminal cases 
appears to be a hotly disputed one and before this Commit- 
tee would deem it proper to comment upon the same pub- 
licly, it would at least require a survey of the opinion of 
the San Mateo County Bar for an accurate sampling of 


such opinion. 


Because of the false impression that may have been 
created by the news release, may I respectfully request 
that you publish the substance of this letter in your news- 
paper, so that the record may be set straight.

County Comment: 


Highway Plan Faces Trouble

Just as was to be expected, 
the tentative master plan for 
a huge “county-wide” highway 
building program ran into trou- 
ble on two fronts. The first to 
express dissatisfaction when it 
was presented to the board of 
supervisors were Supervisors 
Alvin S. Hatch of Half Moon 
Bay and William Werder of 
Redwood City. 

And they had good reasons 
to criticize the proposed bond 
issue program costing between 
$35 and $40 millions. 

We're sure no one person 
or group of persons could 
work out a plan to correct 
the county’s road needs that 
would get support in all ar- 
eas. But we would guess that 
the bond issue, as the proj- 
ects are now listed, would go 
down to a horrible defeat. 

There is no assurance that 
any road bond issue would get 
the required voter approval, 
but a lot of changes will be ne- 
cessary before it becomes even 
tasty to the greater population 
areas 

Redwood City is notably left 
out of the program entirely. 
There is not a single project 
beyond Skyline Boulevard, 
meaning that no attention was 
given to the Coastside area. 

We can think of so many 
needs right in the city. As Su- 
pervisor Werder points out, no 
mention is made of the badly- 
needed extension of Edgewood 
Raod to connect with the Ju- 
nipero Serra Freeway or an ex- 
tension west to Half Moon Bay. 

While this may be a Feder- 
al Secondary Road project, 
financing ip this manner will 
take far too long. 

Even worse, possibly, is the 
inclusion of Alameda de las 
Pulgas from. Woodside Road 
south to the Santa Clara Coun- 
ty line. This is a fine project 
and badly needed, but what 
about the narrow Alameda as 
it winds through some sections 
of Redwood City and San Car- 
los. If this is to be made a

“speedway” of four full lanes 
south of Woodside Road, what 
is to happen to increased traffic 
as it hits the twolane narrow 
streets to the north? 

Probably the worst oversight 
is failure to widen Middlefield 
Road from Eighth Avenue 
south through Atherton, Men- 
lo Park and Palo Alto. 

This is one of the heaviest 
traveled roads in the south 
county and feeds workers to 
and from the many electronic 
plants in this and Santa Clara 
county. Even some of thise 
feeder roads into Middlefield, 
including Willow Road and 
Ravenswoaod Avenue are in- 
cluded in the county plan. This 
would make Middlefield more 
crowded than ever. San Carlos 
gets only a link from Bayshore 
to El Camino Real with an in- 
terchange. 

Although Redwood City 
will scon get its interchange 
at the busy Five Points in- 
tersection, another grade se- 
paration is necessary at the 
Hopkins Avenue-El Camino 
Real-Southern Pacific tracks 
crossing. 


This is a direct route from 
Bayshore Freeway over Edge- 
wood Road to the Junipero Ser- 
ra Freeway. We could go on 
with other projects left out of 
the plan, but as it has been 
pointed out, this $35-$40 mil- 
lion bond plan is just the first 
phase o fthe over-all needs. 

There will either be a lot 
of additions, greatly increasing 
the cost, or the bond issue is 
doomed to failure. Santa Clara 
county passed a $75 million 
road. bond issue last year and 
it is probable that the cost will 
eventually run that high here. 


It is a known fact that we 
cannot depend on either the 
state or federal governments 
to provide the money for 
these “secondary” roads. 

Yet the ever increasing pop- 
ulation makes it imperative 
that we get started as soon as 
possible. 

Some may ask if the addition- 
al one-cent tax for counties and 
cities will be enough? The an- 
swer is definitely “no!” Even 
if the state legislature adds an- 
other cent to the gas tax it 
would be too slow to keep up 
with mounting traffic prob 
lems. It will be up to the pro- 
perty owners to supplement 
whatever aid is coming from 
outside sources. 

Many counties in the state 
already have a road tax. In fact, 


this county as had such a tax. 
‘There is nothing to prevent the 
board of supervisors from im- 
posing a road tax unless it is 
public oponion. 

That “public opinion” will 
come next April when the high- 
way bond issue in whatever 
amount decided upon is sub- 
mitted to the voters. The pro- 
gram as first presented may be 
a far cry from the final draft 
made by a Palo Alto engineer- 
ing firm. 

With changes and additions 
we wouldn’t be surprised to 
see the total go to $5u militions. 
A nice tidy sum, indicating one 
of the greatest selling jobs ev- 
er in the county if it is to suc- 
ceed. 


30 Years Ago: 


Police Had 
To Punch 
Time Clock 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 30 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


Sept. 30, 1932: 


“Can you beat that? The lo- 
cal cops must punch a time 
clock at night. What will they 
do if they’re after a burglar 
and the time comes to punch 
a clock, let him let the clock 
go?” 

This was the question asked 
of the editor when it was found 
that the city dads had ordered 
the purchase of the clock and 
installing punching | stations 
last Tuesday evening. 

Installation of the system 
was. advocated by Police Com- 
missioner E. J. Crane, who 
stated, it “would be a benefit 
to the officer,” for the simple 
reason that it would prove his 
whereabouts if any one were 
in doubt as to whether he was 
attending to his duty or not.

Stanford Land Is Topic 


Residential, professional and 
research-related facilities are 
among the most likely uses for 
1600 acres of uncommitted 
Stanford land near the two- 
mile linear accelerator project, 


Land Development Director | 
Thomas W. Ford said last} 
week. | 


Addressing a public meet- 
ing sponsored by the Commit- 
tee for Green Foothills, Ford 
emphasized that “no defini- 
tive plans” have yet been set 
for this area, one of the larg- 
est and most desirable prop- 
erties in southern San Mateo 


County. | 
The linear accelerator site| 
| divides the 1600 acres into two 


approximately equal parcels. 


Their future use can be deter-| 


mined only after such external 
factors as the proposed 500- 
acre Ladera dam, the exten- 


sion of Willow Freeway out} 


Sand Hill or Alpine Road, the 
physical characteristics of Jun- 
ipero Serra Freeway, and the 
development of Sharon lands 
and other neighboring prop- 
erty are clearly known, Ford 
said. 

San Mateo County has re- 
cently started a broad study of 
its whole southern region in 
which the University intends 
to cooperate, as it has in the 
past Ford said. Any use pro- 
posed by Stanford for its land 
would be subject to final ap- 
proval by appropriate public 
agencies. 

On a long-range basis, he 
noted, Stanford has already 
set aside nearly two-thirds of 
the 8500 acres it still owns 
for educational and research 
purposes. The 5300 acres de- 
voted to these uses include: 

© 2,000 acres (in Santa Clara 
County) for the main campus 
and surrounding areas, in- 
cluding the arboretum, Lake 
Lagunita, the golf course, 
athletic fields, and other 
open areas; 
© 2,000 acres (in Santa Clara 
County) for the radio science 
farm, kept almost complete- 
ly open except for space 
probing equipment; 
© 800 acres (in San Mateo 
County) for Jasper Ridge, 
which will remain untouched 


e 500 acres (in San Mateo 
County) for linear accelera- 
tor and related research fa- 
cilities, which will employ 
about 700 people after 1966 
—one of the lowest popula- | 
tion densities for land use in 
the Midpeninsula. | 

“Education is our primary | 
concern, and educational use of | 
Stanford lands is increasing,” | 
Ford commented. In 1946, only 
15 per cent of Stanford’s land| 
was earmarked for education. | 

Development of the Stanford | 
Industrial Park, Shopping Cen- 
ter, and commerciai properties 
on the University’s perimeter 
has been necessary to 1) meet| 
steadily rising property tax 
payments, 2) provide revenues | 
for the University’s education- 
al program, and 3) strengthen | 
research and academic ties with | 
industry. 

But these activities have| 
brought substantial community | 
benefits as weil, he noted. 
Property tax payments by In-| 
dustrial Park tenants alone! 
equal more than $2 million an-| 
nually—twice the University’s | 
net income from all develop- 
ment activities. 

The 40 firms now in the In-; 
dustrial Park pay $1.25 mil-| 
lion to the Palo Alto School} 
District. This is equivalent to} 
one-fourth the total teacher | 
salaries in the district or one-| 
eighth its total yearly budget. | 
TAX PAYMENTS 

Other tax payntents by In-| 
dustrial Park tenants include: | 
$440,000 to Santa Clara County: | 
$200,000 to the City of Palo} 
Alto; $128,000 to Foothill Col-| 
lege; and $57,000 for flood con- | 
trol. 

To date, the University has} 
not developed an additional 
600 acres immediately south of | 
the Industrial Park. This land) 
is bordered by Page Mill, Juni- 
pero Serra, and Arastadero 
Roads.

But 
Ford emphasized the Univer- 
sity has no immediate plans 
for its development. At the 
city’s request, a 20-acre parcel 
at the corner of Junipero Serra 
and Arastadero has been offer- 
ed to Palo Alto on a 5l-year 
lease for a baseball park and 
recreation center. 

In the land covered by the 
LM-5 ordinance, plant sites 
will be restricted to a five- 
acre minimum, compared to 
the present one-acre Indus- 
trial Park minimum. Land 
coverage of buildings will be 
reduced from 40 per cent in 
the present park to 20 per 
cent in the new area. 

In addition, all utilities will 
be underground, 100-foot set-
